S ‘ORM SWEPT. 


Damage From Wind and Wave in 
the Bay of Bengal. 


Over Two Hundred Lives Reported to 
Have Been Lost. 


DYNAMITE FINDS A VICTIM IN A WISCON- 
SIN TOWN. 


Graphic Particulars ofthe Disasteron the 
Andaman Archipelago— A Populous 
City Visited by the Fury of the Ele- 
ments, From Which There Was No Es- 
cape—Example of a Woman’s Strength 
and Bravery—The Oasualties of a Dav. 


LonpoN, Nov. 10.—Further particulars re- 
ceived here this morning from Calcutta show 
that the cyclone which swept over the An- 
daman Islands, a British convict settlement 
in the Bay of Bengal, on Monday last, caused 
a very much larger loss of life than was at 
first reported, and that the damage done was 
far in excess Of the amount first telegraphed 
here. In addition tothe drowning of nearly 
all of the crew of H. M. 8. Enterprise, the 
Government steamer engaged in conveying 
the convicts toand from the settlement by 
which siventy-six out of eighty-eight men 
lost their lives, it is now officially announced 
that the total loss of life is nearly 200, and 
that about 250 people in addition were 6e- 
verely wounded. 

The first approach of the cyclone disturb- 
ance was denoted by the deadly stillness 
which settled over the islands, and by the 
fact that the birds and animals seemed to be 
trembling with fear, seeking shelter every- 
where, and apparently having entirely lost 

their dread of man’s approach to them. 
Then the air became most oppressively hot 
and banks of dark clouds began to gather on 
the eastern horizon, while in the distance 

‘could be heard the low rumbling of thunder, 
the clouds now and then being broken by 
flashes of vivid Hghtning. By this time 
everybody onthe islands had come to the 
conclusion that a severe tropical storm was 
approaching, but nobody really imagined 
thata digaster was pending. The fishermen 
and coasting vessels were hurriedly making 
for shelter, andthe crew of the Enterprise 
began to batton down and get ready to let go 
their spare anchors. 

Andaman Islands, it should be ex- 
plained, form a group of islands in the Bay of 
Bengal, between latitude 10 deg. and 13 deg. 
north and nearly under 98 deg. of east lon- 
gitude, about one hundred and eighty miles 
southwest of Cape Nograis,a headland on the 
coast of British Burmah. The Great and 
Little Andaman Islands compose, the group 
and they are separated by Duncan’s Passage, 
where a number of native coasters, and fish- 
ing boats foundered or were driven ashore 
during the cyclone of Monday. Port Blair, 
on Chatham Island, is the headquarters of 
the convict settlement, the latter being nat- 
urally the most important industrial center 
ofthe islands. It was at Port Blair that the 
greatest loss of life occurred, and it Is be- 
lieved that when the financial returns come 
in, it will be seen that considerably over 
two hundred and possibly three hundred 
were victims of the cyclone’s fury, for the 
population of Port Blairor Blair Station is 
over fourteen thousand souls. 

Soon after the thynder rolls and lightning 
were noticed, rushing sounds were heard in 
the air,and these increased until a fierce gale 
was howling across the islands, witipping 
the water intotoamand bending trees like 
whips before its breath, but this wasas noth: 
ing towhat followed. Suddenly the fury of 
the storm seemed to be redoubled anda wild 
burst of wind bent down, uprooted or cracked 
In two great numbers of trees, unroofed 
numbers of buildings, sent planks, smal 
trees, clouds of follage and even heavy beams 
whirling through the air, whicno by this time 
seemed to be charged with electricity and to 
be positively thick with oppressive damp 
heat. The convicts who were not in confine- 
ment, nearly all of them being East Indians,

ran panic-stricken here andthere, seeking 
places of shelter; or, falling prostrate upon 
the ground, they resigned themselves heip- 


lessiy to their fate, and muttering prayers, 


prepared to die. With the convicts in 
confinement the situation was much 
worse, 7The shrieking cyclone, the fearful 


hunder and Nghtning and the shouts of com- 
land and of warning to be heard onall sides 
Spread such terror among them that they 
raged Uke wild beasts in their efforts to free 
themselves and at least meet death at lib- 
erty. Then came the sound of falling build- 
Ings, of crashing roofs and shrieks of agony, 
as scores Of helpless convicts were crushed 
beneath falling beams and toppling masonry. 
On all sides wasthe air filled with: yells of 
agony or despair and mingling with the fear- 
tul sounds of the cyclonic fury these lamen- 
tations caused a scene which, happily, rarely 
ltever has been equaled in that part of the 
world. 
lo the credit of the guards be it said that 
they did their utmost to release the confined 
convicts, but during the awfulsweep of the 
storm overthe islands every Man, woman 
and child there had all they could do to look 


,. after their own personal safety. 


But right here, leta most gallant example 
of woman’s pluck and strength be noted and 
credited to the account of those who are, in 
Eastern countries especially, looked upon as 
too weak and lowly to be worthy of anything 
but the rightto liveand bear children. In 
the present instance, in the midst of this ter- 
rible disturbance of nature, when the bravest 
and strongest men quailed with apprehen- 
sion, it was noticed that a building standing 
on the seashore had been crushed down and 
actually hurledinto the surf by the fearful 
force of the wind. Some of the convicts con- 
finedin this building succeeded inj escaping 
before it was blown into the water, others 
were drowned in spite oftheir efforte to es- 
cape, but about nine orten of these convicts 
succeeded in clambering uponthe roof of 
their cyclone-crushed quarters and loudly 
appealed for help. The guardsand others, 
however, were too much ocgupied with 
other matters to be abie to be of 
any service to the imperilied men, 
In this emergency a gang of female 
convicts displayed great bravery. Un- 
daunted by the shrieking cyclone, and 
listening only to the frantic appeals for help 
uttered by the menin danger, they boldly 
joined hands together ina long line, a hu- 
man rope, the boldest of the women at the 
end facing the water, and in this manner the 
female convicts slowly way oe steadily ven-

the iine were frequently swept off their feet 
and were almost half drowned by the rushing 
waters, they finally succeeded in rescuing 
six native convicts who would otherwise 
have perished, for their companions had 
been swept away and drowned. This is only 
an instance of the courage displaye@ upon 
this occasion by the female convicts of the 
Andaman Islands; on all sides they won the 
highest praise by ministering to the dying 


and nursing the wounded. While 
the men seemed cowed with terror, 
the “women, as a “rule, displayed 
the most remarkable courage. SO much 


so that itis understood that the Governor- 
General of the penal station will recommend 
that a number of them be pardoned and that 
the sentences of a large number of others be 
commuted to short terms of imprisonment. 
While this was going on ashore, at sea off 
the coast, matters were nearly as bad. 
Every small craft, without appaently a single 
exception, caught at sea by the cyclone, was 
either swamped aftera short struggie with 
the storm or swept ashore and then dashed 
to pieces amid the surf. A number of 
natives, not includedin the present estimate, 
lost their livesinthis manner. The crew of 
H. M. 8. Enterprise fared no better .~than the 
natives. In spite of their utmost endeavors, 
the steamer, dragging anchors, was forced 
ashore, and soon after she began pounding 
upon the rocks, She broke up 60 quickly that 


were saved, 

Of course, as in similar events, itis dim- 
cult, almost impossible, to obtain full iacts 
and figures as to the total loss of life and ex- 
act amount of damage done, but enough is 
already known now toenable the statement 
to be made that the loss of life will certainly 
be between 200and 250, and that there are 
from 250 to 800 people seriously injured. The 
damage done to crops and other property 
throughout North Andaman Island, Middle 
Andaman Island and South Andaman Island, 
comprising the Great Andamans, and over 
the Little Andamans, including Interview 
Island, Outran Island, Henry Lawrence 
Island and Rutland Island, is judged to be 
very heavy, forit is admitted that all the 
crops not in thoroughly sheltered places 
have been completely destroyed and that the 
number of buildings damaged or destroyed Is 
very great. 

. So faras known here the convict popula- 
tion of the Andaman Islands, as they are offl- 


number some 3,000 hold tickets as ‘‘self sup- 
porters,’’ which enables them to engage in 
trades or occupations about the islands by 
receiving the necessary permission 
from the Governor. The latter, to control 
this large number of convicts, has a police 
force, native and British, of about seven hun- 
dred men. The aboriginal population com- 
pared with the number of convicts at the 
same place is very small. The totals, how- 
ever, vary according to the different sources 
of information ;somereports give theIslands 
a population of only 2,000 natives, while 
In any case the 
aboriginal population is composed of people 
of low type and of diminutive size. Of the 
20,000 acres of ground cleared by the convicts, 
and upon which they defend for sustenance, 


main part is said to have been 
rendered practically useless by the 
cyclonic visitation, and this, it is 


said, willresultin much additional expense 
and annoyance to the Indian Government. 
As many of the convicts’ storehouses are in 
ruins and a vast amount of stores have been 
destroyed, the question of hastening supplies 
to the storm-swept convict settlement is one 
whichis giving considerable trouble to the 
Italian Government. Relief steamers will 
have to be promptly dispatched to the scene 
ofthe calamity. Owing to the heat in the 
Andaman Islands, the bodies of the victims 
are already being interred and the scenes 
witnessed at these wholesale burials are de- 
scribed as terrible. 

The property loss will foot up $13,000. The 
telegraph poles were knocked down within 
the immediate vicinity and telegraph com- 
munication was cutoff. The wires were re- 
paired this morning. 


KILLED BY DYNAMITE. 

St. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 10.—A special tele- 
gram to the Evening Dispatch says: The town 
of Hayward, Wis., was badly damaged at 
12:20 this morning by the explosion of a large 
amount of dynamite. The warehouse of the 
North Wisconsin Lumber Co. caught fire and 
before it could be suppressed the flames 
spread to the explosives, which were stored 
there, and the explosion followed. The 
buildings in the immediate neighborhood 
were badly shattered. One man was Killed 


outright and many people injured. The large 
hospital directly across the track, and also 
the hotel on the opposite corner, were badly 
wrecked. Several guests in the hotel were 
wounded by — glass and timbers. A 
caboose of a freight train standing on the 
side track was blown to fragments. 

Three men anda boy lie dying, three men 
are seriously injured and many others are 
suffering from painful wounds as a result of 
the explosion of dynamite. They are: 

FRED NELSON, aged 32,an employe of the 
North Wisconsin Lumber Co,, part of scalp 
blown off, skull crushed and brains running 
out, unconscious and dying. He has a wife 
and two children. 

JOHN LEVALLE, hotel proprietor, badly 
bruised and maimed about the body; prob- 
ably fatal. 

JEAN Davis, a boy, badly hurt; 

bly die 
D. M’ WILLIAMS, hotel proprietor, painfully 
injured, though not seriously. 

CLATE BEAL, seriously hurt. 

J. H. WADE, atraveling man, badly injured 
by being hit by flying timbers. 

The explosion occurred at 12:20 this morn- 
ing. A few minutes before that time Mr. Mc- 
Williams, the proprietor of the Namakagon 
Hotel, saw flames bursting from the North 
Wisconsin Lumber Co.’s warehouse, He 
sounded the alarm and, with others, rushed 
to the burning building. They had just 
reached the front of the warehouse whena 
terrific explosion took place, which com- 
pletely shattered the building and the flying 
timbers were huried in every direction. 
Fred Nelson was hit in the head by a 
huge beam and half the scalp removed. His 
skull was crushed and the brains protruded. 
He can not live more than an houror two. 
Allthe others in the vicinity were hurled 
through the air and half a dozen were car- 
ried into the hotela few minutes later. The 
fire caught from a stove in the office, located 
in the northwest end of the long warehouse, 
A lot of dynamite was stored near the office. 
The ‘explosion broke all the glass in the 
neighborhood and did considerable damage. 

A freight train standing on the side track 
was blown off the rails, and the caboose, 
standing near the shattered warehouse, was 
almost completely demolished. Jean Davis 
was struck by a huge timber and frightfully 
injured. John Lavall, proprietor of the La- 
vall House, had both his legs broken and 
chest crushed in by the flying debris. He is 
conscious, but recovery seems impossible. 
The loss to the building is about $6,000, while 
other buildin are damaged about $2,600 
The explosion knocked down telegraph poles 
inthe immediate vicinity and interrupted 
communication.

A Parade of French Workingmen 
Ends in Disorder. 


Violent Enthusiasm Over the Election 
of a Deputy. 


ENGLISH LIBERALS WITHDRAW FROM 
A FORMER STRONGHOLD. 


Interview With De Giers, the Czar’s For- 
eign Secretary—Persecution : of He- 
brews Touched Upon—What Russia’s 


Purpose Is— How the Impetuous 
Kaiser Was Deterr om Issuing a 
Disastrous Financi Decree — The 


Czar’s Birthday Appropriately Ob- 
served—General Foreign. 


PARIS, Nov. 10.—The release from prison of 
M. Lafargue, the socialist leader who was 
elected a member of the Chamber of Deputies 
from Lille on Sunday, was made the occasion 
last night for great jubilation by the various 
workmen societies. The workmen seemed to 
consider that the release of the newly 
elected Deputy in some way reflected Gredit 
upon the labor unions, and did not take 


into consideration the fact that 
during the _ session of a legislative 
body the person of a legisla - 


tor isexempt from process. Whatever their 
belief, the workingmen determined to make 
a demonstration to show how much they 
were rejoiced at'‘the election of a Socialist 
and how they appreciated the fact that his 
election had been so soon followed by his re- 
lease from custody. They, therefore, last 
night organized processions which marched 
through various streets, the men fn line sing- 
ing and shoutingas they passed along. The 
parades were orderly enough when they first 
started, but they soon degenerated into 
crowding, hustling mobs which gave the po- 
lice great trouble. It was necessary finally 
for the police to break upthe processions 
and disperse the crowds. 

They met with some show of resistance 
from the more hot-headed of the paraders, 
but order was finally restored without any 
serious rows resulting. A number of the 
leaders who were persistent in their refusal 
to obey the orders of the police were taken 
into custody. It may be mentioned that M. 
Lafargue has been released from prisoh only 
during the time that the Chambers are in 
session. Itis at present the intention of the 
Government to have him returnto his place 
of confinement to serve out the remainder of 
his term upon the conclusion of the labors of 
the French Parliament, though there is no 
doubt that his friends will make strenuous 
efforts to secure for hima pardon, or to at 
least induce the Government to allow him to 
remain at liberty. 


LIBERALS ROUTED. 


THEY ABANDON A FORMER STRONGHOLD— 
BRITISH TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 10.—The reported decision of 
the Liberals not tocontest the re-election of 
the Rt. Hon. W. L. Jackson, the new Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, as member for North 
Leeds, has aroused great surprise, and some 
consternation among the rank and flle of the 
Liberal party. North Leeds has been con- 
sidered good Liberal fighting ground. In 
1885 Jackson had 4,494, to 3,335 
votes for his Liberal antagonist, 
Rucker, and in 1886, under the 
impetus of the Unionists tidal wave, Jack- 
son’s majority was only about 600. If, as 
Liberals have claimed, the tidal wave has 
spent its force, then it ought to be easy to 
beat Jackson ina constituency largely com- 
posed of workingmen. The conclvsion is 
therefore general that the Liberals are afraid 
to face the disgust aroused by the exhibition 
at Cork, and the prejudice excited by Mr. 
Gladstone’s advocacy of the evacution of 
Egypt and therefore deliberately abandon 
their constituency, where, two months ago, 
they would have made a determined and 
probably successful contest. 

REDMOND WILL CONTEST. 

Cork, Noy. 10.—The Redmond party have 
been gathering evidence of what they allege 
to be clerical intimidation in the recent elec- 
tion, They claim to be able to prove that 
Wim. O’Brien went about canvassing among 
the voters, accompanied by a priest, note- 
book in hand, who took down what occurred 
ateach interview; that the priests forbade 
the membDers of their flocks to Msten to Red- 
mond and his associates; that they led in 
physical attacks upon the Parnellites, and 
that a majority of the electors would, but 
for these methods, have voted for Redmond, 


THE IMPETUOUS KAISER. 


FIRM COUNSEL _RESTRAINS HIM FROM A FINAN- 
CIAL BLUNDER. 

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—It has leaked out that 
Dr. Miquel, the Minister of Finance, spent 
two hours on Monday withthe Kaiser, strivy- 
ing successfully to prevent that impetuous 
young monarch from doing something hasty 
and disastrousto the financial interests of 
Berlin and of Prussia. What occurred in the 
interview has not been revealed. It is known 
thut Miquel got back to his official quarters 
with a very red face and an expression of 
relief, andthat nothing more was heara 
of a decree or rescript, which, accord- 
ing to palace rumor, was to have laid open 
all the bank safes and secrets in Berlin. The 
Kaiser has a habit of evolving his intentions 
in a sort of jerky soliloquy, whenever he gets 
stirred upon a subject, no matter who may 
be present, and that isthe reason that his 
purposes often become known through gossip 
long before he has officially announced them. 
In this way he undoubtedly revealed his pur- 
pose to shake up Berlin finance, in which he 
appears to have been restrained by Dr. 
Miquel, in whomthe Kaiser has great confi- 
dence. It is thought likely that the Kaiser is 
out of this peculiar tantrum and that Berlin 
bankers, staggered by the popular panic, 
will have an opportunity to breathe. 


DE GIERS INTERVIEWED. 


THE CZAR’S FOREIGN SECRETARY TALKS ON 
RUSSIAN AFFAIRS. 

LonDoN, Nov. 10.—M. De Giers, Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has been inter- 
viewed at Wiesbaden, where he is ostensibly 
sojourning on account of his health. To a 
question seeking fhe Ozar’s reasons for the 
seemingly arbitrary mannerin which Russia 
is now treating the Jews, M. De Giers re- 
plied: 

‘*T asgure you nothing surprises me more 
than the outfide criticism on this very ques- 
tion. Surely every landlord must know how 
to govern ais estates. Any arrangements 
not detrimental to his neighbors is a matter 


solely of his own concern. Are we the only 


; 


nation which, in trying to shape order out of 
chaos, finds it necessary toapply disciplinary 
measures? Look at history. Frederick the 
Great. Again, look at Continental history, 
from Waterloo down to Sadowa. The ban- 
ishment of Heine. Espionage over Niebahr 
Fritz. Reuter’s imprisonment is a matter of 
history. Marx, whose father had already 
ceased to Dela, Jew, ho had a record of 
having been a faithful pupil of Hegel, yet he 
was considered as dangerous. Shall I fur- 
ther refer to Schurz and others who have 
grown great and prudent since, and yet can 
you say that we have any such redeeming 
lights among those of our disturbing ele- 
ments whose only idea of revolution is mur- 
der, rapine and nothing short of nihilism? 
I cannot well understand,’’ he continued, 
‘‘why civilized nations should criticize our 
efforts at domestic government when they 
need only look at England and her dealings 
with East India at the timeof the mutiny. 
What would your press say, for instance, if 
we were to puta hundred nihilists before a 
cannon’s mouth and blowthem to pieces? 
Any further comparison seems to me quite 
needless.’’ ; 

As to Russia’s designsim the Balkans, the 
Foreign Minister said: . 

‘*I cannot well initiate you into the hidden 
future, of which I know little myself, but I 
may say we have no valid reason for wishing 
war with any of our neighbors. We are bent, 
as your country is, On a sound domestic 


policy. We have vast resources, but 
not always sufficient ready capital to 
protect them. We think it neces- 


Sary to keep up an adequate army. 
We are by no means inclined to disregard the 
treaty which disposed of Bulgaria and the 
Balkan question. Of what use are treaties 
if they are to be disregarded at the conven- 
lence of those who sign them.’’ 

De Glers is well on in years and looks qu:te 
worn. He seems to suffer from partial lame- 
ness in the left side and drags his left 
shoulder, Otherwise he bears the appear- 
ance of an overworked man, laden with many 
cares. Heis thoughtful, meditative and al- 
ways suspicious. 


GENERAL FORSIGN. 


THE CZAR’S BIRTHDAY APPROPRIATELY OB- 
SERVED—BRIEF MENTION. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.—Though the Czar 
cetebrated his silver wedding yesterday at 
Livadia in an extremely quiet manner, the 
occasion being marked by no state festivities 
of any description, the event was the occa- 
sion for much hearty comment and congratu- 
lation throughout the Empire. In the larger 
cities the day wascelebrated by many ban- 
quets, andinthe evening a number of balls 
were given. One ofthe features of the cele- 
bration at Livadia was a special service at 
the cathedral there, at which the Archbishop 
of Odessa officiated. There were present 
at this service the Czar, Czarina, a number 
of the other immediate members ofthe im- 
perial family, the King and Queen of Den- 
mark, the fatherand mother-in-law of the 
Czar, the King and Queen of Greece, the 
Princess of Wales andthe Duchess of Cum- 
berland, the last twoofwhom are sisters of 
the Ozarina. 


THE PAPAL GUARANTEES, 

ROME, Nov. 10.—No faith is placed in the 
statement thatthe Italian Government in- 
tends to interfere with the papal guarantees. 
It is stated on seml-official authority that as 
long as the Pope chooses to remainin Rome 
the guarantees will be respected and 
that on the Pope alone will 
rest the responsibility for their 
violation. Itis not denied that the Pope’s 
departure would probably in @losing 
to him and to his successors the gate of the 
Leonine City and its seizure as the property 
of Italy and of Rome. A high. offictal ex- 
pressed it yesterday: ‘‘The pontiff? who 
leaves Rome will be the last Roman pontiff.’’ 

PREMIER ABBOTT’S POLICY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 10.—An official of 
the Government, who is in a position toknow 
what is goingon in executive circles, states 
that Premier Abbott has decided upon a thor- 
ough reconstruction of his immigration 
policy, which will be carried out as soon as 
the new ministry was formed and the suc- 
cessor to Minister of Agriculture Carling ap- 
pointed.

NO DOUBT OF GUILT. 


Verdict of the Public in the Case of Rev. 
Henry W. George. 

CATSKILL, N. Y., Nov. 10.—The trial of Rev. 
Henry W. George for causing the death of 
his adopted daughter, Lotta Townsend, is 
nearing the close. The prosecution rested 
its case last evening, by sub- 
mitting the confession written by George 


last winter, in which he recites the many 
vices of which he has been guilty, and holds 
himself morally irresponsibie for them be- 
cause ofan uncontrollable impulse to steal 
and dothings which are wicked. 

One of the incidents of the trial has been 
the testimony of Henry Kamm, the young 
blacksmith, who has figured in the case. 
When Lotta Townsend died, the pastor in- 
sinuated first that Dr. Erway, who attended 
her, was the father oO her child. 
Then he said that Henry Kamm 
had been attentive tothe girl, and perhaps 
he was responsible for her condition. 
Kamm’s testimony to-day indicated clearly 
that George had schemed for several months 
before tne girl’s death to fasten the blame on 
Kamm’s shoulders. If he had succeeded in 
marrying Lotta to Kamm his guilt need never 
have. been known. Such schemes have been 
worked before, but George’s methods and 
cunning in his efforts to make it successful 
are worthy ofnote. Young Kamm admitted 
to-day that Latta was known in Leeds as his 
‘*‘best girl,’’ and those who heard his testi- 
mony saw how nearly George had saddled 
the consequence of his crime on him. 

Kammisa strongly bulit, dark-complex- 
ioned man. He ts 24 years old, andhe might 
easily find favor in the eyes of a young girl in 
Lotta Townsenda’s position. Kamm was a 
teacher in the Rev. Mr. George’s Sunday- 
school, and he first,saw Lotta when she went 
to live at the parsonage. Shortly before the 
parsonage burned down with its contents 
heavily insured and under circumstances so 
pespidioua that an indictment for arson may 
be added to Mr. George’s other trouble, 


George invited Kamm to meet Lotta. mm 
testified that George introduced the rl to 
him as his adopted daughter. The pastor 


was evidently anxious thgt Lotta should 
make a good impression on the young man, 
and he lost no opportunity to throw them 
together. Lotta was an unusually attractive 
girl, and under the chaperonage of the 
watchful George her friendship with Kamm 
was assured. 

Kamm then told of a mock marriage that 
had been performed between Lotta and him- 
selfatthe suggestion of Mr, George. Had 
Kamm permittee it George himself would 
have performed the ceremony. George knew 
something of law and it would not have been 
difficult for him to make this ceremony legal. 
Fortunately for Kamm some of the witnesses 
knew enough about law to foll Mr. George’s

Armed Men Scouring Long Island 
_ Woods for Anarchist Echbold. 


‘He Fatally Wounded Frederick Milder- 


bert on Saturday Night. 


HIGH-HANDED PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
RED FLAG ADHERENTS. 


Remarkable Case of a Prominent Wiscon- 
sin Physician Charged With Forgery— 
White Caps Sentenced in New Jersey— 
Jail Delivery Plot Discovered Just in 
Time—Bigamist Arrested in Dubuque 
—An Old Offender Pleads Guilty to 
Forgery—Elopers Overtaken-Crime in 
Brief. 


New York, Nov. 10.—Scores of armed men 
carrying clubs, pistols and various imple- 
ments of danger and destruction spent all of 
Sunday night and part of yesterday morning 
scouring the woods in the vicinity of Mas- 
peth, L. I.. insearch of a blood -thirsty an- 
archist named Echbold, whose tooready 
pistol has laid one of the residents ofthe 
quiet little village at the door of eternity. 
The wounded man is Frederick Milderbert, 
keeper of a livery stable. 

On Sunday night the men attended a meet- 
ing in the Town Hall, at which the merits 
and demerits of anarchy and socialism were 
discussed, Afterthe meeting most of those 
who were present adjourned to the back 
room ofa saloon, wherethe discussion was 
resumed. Echbold and his victim en- 
gaged in a dispute over the bomb 
throwing which was done during the Hay- 
market riot in Chicago, and Echbold insisted 
that the Anarchists were right, that there 
was no such thing as liberty in America, and 
that the heads of the government ought to 
be assassinated. In retaliating Milderbert 
said some hard things about the Anarchists. 
Echbold was getting the worst of the argu- 
ment and was ina terrible passion. Drawing 
a revolver from his pocket he placed it 
against Milderbert’s stomach and pulled the 
trigger. The man dropped like a log and 
several people in the place ran to his assist- 
ance. During the excitement Echbold 
backed out through the door and escaped in 
the darkness. Nothought was given him at 
the time, all efforts being concentrated to 
save the life of the victim. Dr. Richter 
was immediately sent for and said 
he might be able to save the 
man’s life, but yesterday inflammation 
of the bowels set in and there is now no hope 
of his recovery. As soon as Milderbert had 
been removed to his home and made as com- 
fortable as possible a large crowd started out 
to find Echbolad and administer speedy jus- 
tice. The hunt was unsuccessful. 

This was not the only infraction of the law 
which occurred on Sunday night. In New- 
town, which adjoins Maspeth, a number of 
Anarchists went to the Town Halland remov- 
ing the American flag put up in its placea 
red flag. This remained on top of the build- 
ing until yesterday morning, when it was 
speedily torn down by the town authorities. 

In Newtown there are about 1,500 Anarch- 
ists who meet every Sunday night and in- 
dulge in speeches of the most inflammatory 
character. The town authorities will not be 
able to cope with one-tenth of their number,

of the country ,had been arrested charged with 
robbing the store and Post-officeatthe qulet 
little village of Raymond Center. Hts many 
friends were loath to piace any credence in 
the story of the man’s crimes and have 
believed all along the doctor would prove his 
innocence when the proper time came. Those 
same friends will be more than shocked to 
learn of his being brought before the Circuit 
Court; when Judge Fisk asked what he had 


to say as tothe charges preferred, the doc- 
tor with wowed head said, ‘*l am 
guilty, your honor,’’ and then sank 
back in his chair and wept like 
a child. The attorney of the doctor ‘asked 
that sentence be deferred until Ne could tin- 


troduce some testimony in regard to the 
man’s habits and the condition of his mind, 
the claim being made that he was addicted to 
the opium habit and was a physical wreck 
and not responsible for his actions, and par- 
ticularly for the crime he had committed, 
Sentence was Ceferrea. The penalty of the 
crime is from one to five years in the peni- 
tentiary. The lifeof Dr. Palmer up to the 
time he committed the crime was an honor- 
able one. He was a prominent physician. He 
was an elector on the Republican presidential 
ticket in 1888, a member of the Medical Board 
of Pension Examiners anda central figure at 
all conventions. He wa son of N. H. Palmer, 
a Waterford merchant, who was for twelve 
years the Warden of the Penitentiary at 
Waupun, where his son will probably put on

CHILI'S CHIEF. 


A Worthy Scion of His Distin- 
guished Ancestors. 


History and Characteristics of President 
Jorge Montt. 


ARRIVAL OF THE CRUISER SAN FRA 
CISCO AT ACAPULCO, 


The Ohilian Exeoutive Comes From es 
Family of Distinguished Ancestors— 
Rounding Out of an Honorable Carees 
—Possibilities in Case of War With the 

' Southern Republic. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Nov. 10.~—If war should 
be the outcome of the ruffied state of 
diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Chili the result might ina consid- 


erable degree hinge upon the kind 
of man the MIittle Republic’s new 
President proves to be under 


his new responsibilities. President Jorge 
Montt is the son of one of Chili's most dls- 
tinguished men, Don Manuel Montt, who 
held many responsible positions under the 
government, having been Judge of the 
Supreme Court and presiding officer of the 
Congress before his elevation to the presi- 
dency in 1851 and re-election in 1956. 

His administration was noted for its firm- 
ness, and many revolutionary ontbreaks 
were subdued during it. Toaccomplish this 
a@ great deal of blood had to be spilled at 
Cerro Grande, San Felipe and Longomilla, 
In 1859 the final revoit was quelled. 

Despite his iron rule, the country, during 
his two terms of Office, made great advance 
in progress and prosperity. He encouraged 
the building of the first railroads, established 
telegraph lines, protected immigration, 
founded the Montt Colony in Valdivia, abol- 
ished titles, introduced steam navigation to 
the southern ports and inaugurated a 
thorough system of popular edudation. 

His many valuable services were recog- 
nized in 1865 by his appointment as deputy 
for Chili to the American Congress, which 
met in Lima, and of which’ he was chosen 
President. From 1844 until his death, in 
March, 1881, at Santiago, he held the office 
of President of the Supreme Court, with the 
exception of the years he was Minister and 
President of the Republiie. 

His sons Jorge and Pedro have proved 
worthy of their distinguished father. Jorge 
was educated in the naval service of his 
country and by nis many deeds of valor rose 
rapidly to be Admiral. His influence had 
very much, if not all, to do with the navy’s 
siding with the Congressionalists in the late 
war. Admiral Montt was made a member 
of the famous Junta, the other two chiefs 
being Waldo Silva and Barros Laco. 
Since the triumph of the Congressional- 
ists Montt has been the idol of his 
party. He is a modest man, and has all along 
expressed his preference to remain a sailor 
and his reluctance to become President. He 
makes the sacrifice from his sense of duty. 
He is regarded as the only man who will be 
able to keep within bounds the different po- 
litical factions. The present liberals, al- 
though united temporarily by the war, are 
divided into the real liberals, the radicals 
and the Monti-Varistas. 

It is not generally Known that Admiral 
Montt hada wonderful escape. from death at 
the sinking of the Junta’s war ship, Blancvu 
Encalada, in Caldera Bay last winter. 

A shell from one of the Balmacedist boats 
passed throuth the cabin occupied by Ad- 
miral Montt and through the pillow his head 
bad left only a short time before.

New Yorx, Nov. 10.—Henry Armstrong, 
‘lias ‘‘Sheeny’’ Armstrong, one of the lead- 
ersofthe band of letter-box thieves who 
have just been run down by Post-Office In- 
‘spectors, was arrested inthis city on Satur- 
day last and is now en route for St. Louis 
under charge of two United States Deputy 
Marshals. Following so closely upon the 
arrest of Charlie Diamond, Tom Bacon and 
Charlie Stratton in Atlanta, Ga., 
Jast week, and their removal also to St.

INSPECTOR WILLIAMS TELLS OF THE ST. LOUIS 


CRIMINAL’S CONNECTION WITH THE GANG. 
Paul E. Williams, 10)

story that Prentiss Tiller was the original 
leader of the band, and told -how he 
first, through Tiller, got om the track 
of the bold criminals whom he 
now has in the grasp of thelaw. In addi- 
tion to this startling new development in 
the case, Inspector Williams also confirms 
the news of the arrest of ‘‘Sheeny 
Armstrong in New York on Saturday lastand 
reveals a second new development in the 
case at this end. ' 

The arrest of Armstrong causes one of the 
two men now in custody at the Four Oourts 
to be exposed in a clear attempt to personate 
Armstrong. The man in question is Charile 
Stratton, but although that name was known 
at the time of the capture, he has insisted 
that he was ‘‘Sheeny’’ Armstrong, arrived 
in St. Louis under that name, and is now 
posing in jailas Armstrong. His reason for 
so doing was, in all probability, an attempt 
to throw the United States officials off Arm- 
making them believe that 
he was in reality oneof the three men ar- 
rested Oct. lat Atlanta, Ga. He isa deep 
=e exceedingly close-mouthed member of 

© gang. 

This morning Inspectors Dice and Williams, 
following the news from New York of the ar- 
rest of Armstrong, went at once to the Four 
Courts. Going into Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond’s office they first had ‘‘Armstrong,’’ 
or Stratton, brought up from the fall 
and for over an hour that criminal was 
closely cross-questioned by the two United 
States postal officers and by Chief Desmond. 
He was as stubborn as it is possible fora man 
to be, and was sO far success- 
ful in his policy of rigid silence 
that no developments of any 
consequence were made through his interro- 
gation. At the close of the fruitless examina- 
tion a minute personal déscription was made 
ofhim and his photograph was taken by 
Photographer Harry Newbold. Then 
‘*‘Chariie’’ Hubbard, the last leader of 
the gang was brought before the 
inquisitors in Chief Desmond’s office, and an- 
other hour was spent with himinavain en- 
deavor to get him to talk to the point. Like 
‘*Armstrong’’ or Stratton, Hubbard had 
also been advised to maintain an ironiclad 
silence, and he did so as far as any 
admissions concerning the work or personnel 
ofthe gang of which he is the leader were 
concerned. He was, at the close, also sub- 
jected to photography and personal descrip- 
tion, all of which material will be turned 
over to Inspector Williams. 

TO-DAY’S LOCAL DEVELOPMENTS. 

One important feature of the famous case 
learned this morning, however, was that the 
gang have confederates now at either Fort 
Worth or Dallas, Tex., and there are likely to 
be sensational developments at one of these 
points in the near future. It is known thatthe 
gang had worked in Dallas, and renewed in- 
vestigation at that city will now be insti- 
tuted. Another significant fact is that In- 
spector Williams leaves to-night for Denver, 
Colo,, where some members of the gang are 
reported to be badly wanted. 
It may be that ‘‘Sheeny’’ Arm- 
strong, arrested in New York Saturday 
and nowen route to St. Louis according to 
telegraphic advices, will pass through St. 
Louis instead of stopping here to-night, and 
that Ins Williams leaves for the pur- 
pose of ccompanying him to that 
city. Inspector Williams was in- 
clined to throw a deal of mystery 
about the movements of Armstrong when 
asked concerning them to-day by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, and refused point- 
blank to say that Armstrong was on 
his way to St. Louis, or that he would 
stop here, or even that he had left New 
York. The gang as originally composed con- 
sisted of six members, and Inspector 
Williams this morning authorized the 
statement that every one of the 
six was now located and practically in the 
grasp of the Federal authorities. 

Inspector Williams was asked this morning 
if it was true that Prentiss Tiller, the famous 
St. Louls criminal, who robbed the Pacific 
Express Co. of nearly $100,000, was at 
one time the leaderof the gang now being 
brought to punishment. 

PRENTISS TILLER WAS THE LEADER, 

‘*Itistrue,’’ said he decisively. ‘‘Prentiss 
Tiller was not only connected with this gang 
but way at one time its leader, and, with 
Holland, wasthe originalorganizer. This 
fact was not known until after Tiller had 
been sentenced to a seven years term in the 
Jackson (Mich.) prison for forgery, and even 
then he had not been identified as Prentiss 
Tiller, Dut was known under an altogether 
different name. It was known then 
that the gang was in existence, 
and we were working on the 
case, which developed shortly after Tiller 
wenttothe Jackson (Mich.) prison. Hub- 
bard’s connection with the gang was known, 
and suspicion first fell on Prentiss 
Tiller through visits made to him by 
Hubbard, accompanied by a woman. The 
future of the case was investigated, and in 
the course of the investigation. I visited 
Tiller in prison and had several long talks 
with him. What did I get from him? 

**Nothing, absolutely nothing, for Tiller 1s 
one of the closest mouthed men Lever had 
to deal with. Not on a point in the 
case did we get any admissions from him, 
but the clue, worked on the outside, devel- 
oped that Tiller and Hubbard were, as stated, 
the organizers of the gang,and led also to 
other clues that are now bearing fruitin the 
arrest of the whole gang.’’ 

*‘*SHEENY’’ ARMSTRONG’S ARREST. 

**Who was the man arrested in New York 
Saturday last?’’ the Insp 2ctor was asked. 

‘*He was the notorious ‘Sheeny’ Arm- 
strong,’’ wasthe reply. ‘*‘Your information 
is correct on that point.’’ 

‘*‘Then who is the ‘Armstrong’ now In jail 
here in St. Louls?’’ 

**He is a member of the gang who has been 
personating Armstrong, not knowing that we 
were then closing the net around that gentle- 
man in New York. He is_ certainly not 
*‘Sheeney’ Armstrong.’’ 

**Do you Know positively who he is?’’ 

*‘Oh, yes. There is no doubt on that point. 
He has simply failed in his attempt to pass 
himself off for Armstrong.’’ 

‘‘Have you gotany member of the gang 
how in custody?’’ 

‘*IT cannot answer that question direct for 
certain reasons,’’ and the inspector smiled a 
Satisfled sort of smile. ‘‘But you can say that 
on fay peed the entire gang is now in cus- 
tody.’’ 

**Do you go to Denver to-night on this busl- 
ness?’’ 

‘“*Yes, but Icannot say more than that.’’ 

‘When will ‘Sheeny’ Armstrong get to St. 
Louis?’’ 

**I do not know.’’ 

**He has not arrived here yet, has he?’’ 

‘*No, he has not.’’ 

**Is he now en route from New York?’’ 

‘*I do not know.’’ 

Then, accompanied by Inspector Dice, the 
man who has broken up one of the most 
dangerous gangs of criminals known for 
years past left the Four Courts forthe Fed.- 
eral Building. His departure for Denver, 
Colo., to-night promisesthe next develop- 
ment in the case, 

PRENTICE TILLER’S RECORD. 

Prentice Tiller was assistant cashierin the 
Pacific Express Co.’s office on Broadway and 
St. Charles street in April, 1884, when he 
**skipped’’ for Canada with $90,000 In green- 
backs belonging to the company. His 
case was the most interesting in the criminal 
history of St. Louis until the Maxwell murder 
case Of 1887. Tiller was a trusted employe, 
a ‘‘jolly good fellow, member of a church 
and still one of the boys.’’ He had risen 
from an humble position after long 
years of service to one of the 
most confidential and responsible position in 
the local affairs of the company. He had 
charge ofall the funds. On Sunday after- 
noon, March 2, 1884, he left the office and that 
evening he took a train for the North. Two 
days later his picture and descrip- 
tion were on the way to every large 
city in the United States and kKurope. 
A week later the company was informed that 
& Man answering Tiller’s description had 
been arrested in Detroit. He visited a trunk 
store there and bought a trunk. Helefta 
small valise, a he would call again 
in one hour. hie he was away 
a prying clerk in .the trunk _§storé 
opened the valise and found it packed with 
greenbacks,famong which were paper bands, 
with the name of the company peg upon 
them. Theclerk had heard of the robbery 
and lost no time in sending word 
to the _ police. When (Tiller returned 
an officer was resent waiting to 
receive him. He denied his identity and 
claimed to be Louts Peyton and again C. H. 
Pachen. An officer fromthis city hurried to 
Detroit and positively identified Tiller as the 
man wanted here. Between $60, and $75,- 
000 of the $90,000 was recovered, but the 
remainder had been ‘‘planted’’ somewhere 
by Tiller, and he never disclosed its where. 
abouts. He wasindicted on twelve charges 
of grand larceny and embezzlement, and in 
1885 he was allowed to plead guilty to grand 
larceny. A sentence of three years was im.- 
posed upon him which he served, and three 
years ago he was released. He visited friends 
herea few days after his release and was 
dressed in the best of clothes. He told 
several persons he would g0 to some 
city where he was not known and start in 
business for himself. That was the last seen 
of him here, but several times in the past

ORDERED OUT. 
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Belt Line Engineers and Firemen 
Authorized to Strike. 


They Will Receive the Support of the 
Brotherhoods. 


THE COMPANY ALLEGED TO HAVE 
BROKEN THE AGREEMENT. 


Seventeen Men Discharged by the Man- 
agers of the Road Because They Would 
Not Work Extra Time—Supt. Shar- 
man’s Statement—What Chief Arthur 
Has to Say—How the Strike Will Affect 
Commerce. 


The dificulty bet ween the Belt Line and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers culmi- 
nated this morning in the declaration of a 
strike and boycott that is likely to be far- 
reaching in its effects and may result in vast 
injury to St. Louistrade. The readers of the 
Post-DisPaTcH are already familiar with 
the history ofthe strike. Some three weeks 
agothe engineers and firemen on the Belt 
became dissatisfied withthe scale of wages 
paid, three rates being maintained. Chief 
Arthur of the Brotherhood was sent for and 
an adjustment made on the basis of a uniform 
scale of $3.25 per diem for engineers and $1.90 
for firemen, for eleven hours’ work. The 
six men who had i been discharged 
were reinstated an‘ it was supposed that fair 
sailing would Be the order for the winter. 
This was two weeks ago. Last Sunday sev- 
enteen men were discharged for refusing to 
work during their noon hour without pay. 
The discharge was summary and unex- 
pected. Chiefs Arthur and Sargent of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men were telegraphed for. Mr. Arthur ar- 
rived in this city yesterday and at once met 
the chief officials of the railroad company. 
The interview terminated unsatisfactorily 
and the result is a strike and boycott. 

WHAT THE MANAGERS CLAIM. 

At the office 9f the Belt Line it was stated 
this morning that the men had violated their 
agreement and refused to work eleven hours. 
It was stated that the agreement was that 
the men should actually work eleven hours 
before beginning to charge overtime and 
that $3. 25 should constitute a day’s pay even 
though less than eleven hours should be put 
in. it was claimed that the men were liable to 
be called to duty during the half hour 
set apart for dinner and that in such cases no 
charge was to be made. It was also posi- 
tively asserted that but six men were in- 
volved, that being the entire number of 
Brotherhood men inthe employ of the road. 

CHIEF ARTHUR’S STORY. 

Mr. Arthur tells a very different story. 
His statement toa PoOST-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning was as follows: ‘‘When I left 
here two weeks agolI had every reason to 
believe that the trouble had been adjusted. 
A written agreement was entered into, six 
copies made, and each ofthe five members 
of the committee of the men and the 
manager of the road retained a copy. 
That agreement was that the 
men were to work from 7 a Mm. 
to6p.m., eleven hours, for $3.25 and $1.90, en- 
gineers and firemen, respectively, the dinner 
hour to remain as heretofore. The old ar- 
rangement was for pay for extra time putin 
during the half hour set aside for dinner. 
The scale is really for ten and one-half 
hours’ actual work. There can be no mistake 
about this for itis all written out 
inthe agreement. Last Sunday the men 
made out their slips for extra time during 
nonn hours and fifteen of them were instantly 
discharged by Chief Engineer Timlin. The 
men discharged are: Engineers J. P. Collins, 
Wim. Kirby, Wm. Reeves, Wm. Bane, Geo, 
Kirby, Chas. Duncan, R. M. Stivers,T, Burns, 
W. Johnston and B&B, Deeters; firemen, J. 
Smith, Mat Smith, Dan Hogan, J. O’Connell, 
Thornton Basson and Geo. Raphle. 

*“*Mr. Sargent and myself were sent for, I 
called upon the railroad people yesterday 
and told Manager Sharman, Supt. 
Scullin and Chief Engineer Timlin that they 
had broken faith in that they had discharged 
the men for obeying my directions instead of 
sending for me, one of the parties to 
the agreement. I offered, however, 
in the interest of harmony, to 
agree to waive the noon-hour question Ifthe 
company would reinstate the men. ‘This the 
company positively refused to do. That 
ends the case. Our ultimatum has been ut- 
tured. A strike is now on, and all other 
brotherhood men on the Belt will quit work. 
The active force of engineers and 
firemen is about fifty, I think. 
The result of the strike willl 
be that all brotherhood men on feeding lines, 
that isall lines coming into East St. Louis, 
will refuse to recelve freight from or deliver 
freight to the Belt road, resultingin a freight 
biockade of huge proportions, as the remain- 
ing means of transportation and transfer 
will be, I understand, inadequate to move 
the freight offerings. I regret the necessity 
ofthis step, but the issue has been forcea 
upon us.’’ 

WILL REMAIN ON THE SCENE. 

Mr. Arthur will remainhere until the 
trouble is over, unless called away by still 
more importantevents. Heis quartered at 
the Laclede. Chief Sargent will arrive in 
this city to-night. The men are determined 
and say that the strike will extendto all 
grades on th® Belt Lineand that not a wheel 
will turn until the road comes to terms. 

WILL HURT BUSINESS. 

The ‘‘Belt Line’’ runs along the river front 
of East St. Louis from just below the Eads 
Bridge to just above the Merchants’ Bridge. 
From these points it makes a loop East- 
wardly, crossing every railroad centering in 
East St. Louis and witheach of which it has 
switching connections. It is managed in 
connection withthe Wiggins Ferry Co., and 
is practically owned by that company. 

Several business men were interviewed 
conceroing the effect of the strike on that 
road, butnone appeared to realize its seri- 
ousness s0 fuily as@ Mr. H. W. 
formerly superintendent of the 
gins company and _. perfectly familiar 
withthe Belt Line and ferry system. Mr. 
Gays says: 

**The tying up of a belt line system Is a ser- 
lous thing, especially such an important one 
as this one. This will be apparent from the fact 
that all the facilities for getting goods across 
the river are being run to their full capacity, 
and the stoppage ofa single one must havea 
serious and determined effect on busines. In 
the case of a strike there is alwaysa question 
of how thoroughly it can be carried out, but 
Supposing the strikers to effect a thorough 
‘tie-up’ of the Belt Line, it is 
dificult to measure the damage 
and inconvenience that will result. 
The trouble is not new that the Bridge & 
Tunnel Co. and our own company (The Mer- 
chants’ Bridge) could not handle the extra 
business that might be thrown upon them 
but from the iact that the Belt Line 
will probably attempt to operate 
its line and will not for some time inform its 
connections that itcan not handle consign- 
ments; and then when it fails (if that be the 
case) there will be such a giut that 
none of us can handle it, The 
intention of the strikers is to prevent, abso- 
lutely, the operation of the system, and if 
they succeed the strike will be a ver damag- 
ing one te the business interests of the city.

COMEDY, COMIC OPERA AND VARIETY 
MAKE UP THE LIST. 


W. H. Crane and Nat ©. Goodwin in 
Winning Roles—The Change of Operas 
at the Hagan—‘‘Capt. Karl’ at Pope’s

Although the ‘‘Senator’’ is now in all 
material points the same play which was 
produced here, yet it shows the excellent 
effect of judicious pruning and skillful re- 
touching. The light and shade are more 
distinctly defined, the strong points empha- 
sized, the weaker polnts strengthened or 
elided andthe entire performance rendered 
harmonious and effective. 

The play fully indicates the opinion first 
expressed that, while not great, it has all the 
elements of popularity. Itis cleverly adapt 
ed to the general taste for light comedy en- 
tertainment. There is some resort to the use 
of stage devices foreffects and some sacrifice 
of genuineness in the depiction of human 
nature in order to gain novelty and piquance. 
This gives an impression of artificiality, but 
the devices are deftly used anda the delinea- 
tion of character skilifully elaborated so that 
the illusion is not destroyed and the person- 
ages make good their reason for exist- 
ence. Besides, many of the elements 
are real and one is enabled to get upon 
excellent terms with several bright and en- 
tertaining people whose experiences afforda 
happy blending of touching and amusing 
phases of life. 

Mr. Crane has rounded out his part of 
Senator Hannibal Rivers into an admirable 
creation of the impulsive, energetic, genial, 
breezy, whole-souled Westerner. The mag- 
netic personality of the man is finely lined 
and vigorously sugtained. In enthusiastic 
spirit and artistic completeness it is a notable 
piece of work. There is much to commend 
in the work of the company and the perform- 
ance as a whole is excellent. Some old 
friends are on the stage. Few more artistic 
and finished bits of character work can be 
found than Henry Bergman’s Count Von 
Stahl, while T. D. Frawley’s clever charac- 
terization of the Irish Lieutenant, the 
Alexander Armstrong of George F. Devere, 
the Ling Ching of Henry Baham, the Record 
Vance of James Neill, the Sharpless of 
William Herbert, the Silas Denham, the 
Mrs. Schuyler of Mrs. Augusta Foster, 
the Erastus oF Jd.

IN THE HANDS OF CONGRESS. ° 


Congress will assemble in a few weeks 
with the largest anti-administration ma- 
jority in the House that has ever con- 
fronted a President of the United States. 
For the first time in the history of the Re- 
public our President has seen the very 
States that gave him their electoral votes 
choose a majority of Congressmen pledged 
to oppose the policy and measures by 
which he expected to secure his re-elec- 
tion. Hisforce bill, his tariff scheme, 
his silver policy and his civil service meth- 
ods were condemned in the lump last fall 
by the largest popular majorities ever re- 
corded against a party in power. 

Ordinarily there is danger that a House 
elected in such a tempest of popular op- 
position may be a little too impetuous. 
But a year has intervened between the 
election and the organization of this 
House. In the meantime the ad- 
ministration has modified its policy 
in some respects and another November 
election has shown the effect of this modi- 
fication on the popular mind. It has 
shown that even with the force bill 
eliminated as an issue; with all 
that tie reciprocity modification, 
assisted by unprecedented crops at home 
and an exceptional demand for them 
abroad, can do to offset the burdens of that 
tariff, the verdict pronounced by Iowa, 
New York and Massachusetts last fall is 
reiterated by them after a year’s further 
observation and discussion of the matter. 
That is tosay, three of the five States 
which were relied on this fall to reverse 
last fall’s condemnation of the administra- 
tion they all voted to put in power, have 
dissatisfaction 


again emphasized their 
with that administration and its measures. 

With this fresh expression of the popular 
will to guide it, the new House should see 
its best course very plainly marked out ior 
it. The popular mandate, easily inter- 
preted, is that the opposition so signally 
approved by the people shall be kept up 
vigorously till the more odious features of 
the tariff are surrendered, as the force bill 
was, and till further reciprocity modifica- 
tions are conceded. Our  blundering 
diplomacy with reference to Spanish Amer- 
ica must be unsparingly investigated, pen- 
sion irregularities corrected, and civil 
service degradation ex posed. 

These are issues on which there is no 
division in the ranks of the opposition. 
Iowa is as solid on them as New York, and 
the reforms to be secured by union on 
these issues should not be endangered by 
giving precedence to side issues on which 
neither party is solid. The present Con- 
gress cannot enact free coinage over 
the President’s veto, and the attempt 
to do it would only force to the front 
the single issue that can sectionally divide 
and weaken the opposition to the party in 
power. If this Congress is equally power- 
less to secure the immediate and total re- 
peal of the trust tariff, it can at least se- 
cure further modifications, and an issue on 
which a united and invincible opposition 
will next year elect an anti-plutocratic 
government. 

The most ardent silver man ought to see 
that Mr. MILLs was a wise and true friend 
of free coinage when he suggested this 
policy to the incoming Congress.

‘Contest Affidavits. 


Notary Richmond Garroted by Thugs 
Last Evening. 


SWORN'‘STATEMENTS ABOUT FRAUDS IN 
PRECINCT 69 WERE WANTED. 


The Notary Attacked at the Foot of the 
Stairs of the Building No. 410 Market 
Street—He Was Struck in the Face 
and an Effort Made to Secure Papers 
From His Pocket-—The Bold Attempt 
. Unsuccessful. 


The O’Connell faction in the fight over 
School Director from the Eighth District has 
adopted highway robbery and slugging asa 
means to attain its ends, and yesterday gave 
an exhibition of its skill in this class of work. 
The Burke support has forthe past few days 
been busily engaged in securing affidavits to 
be used in the contest to be made before the 
board. For the purpose of taking these the 
services of Wm. C. Richmond, Notary Pub- 
lic, who has an Office at 410 Market street, 
were secured. Mr. Richmond had already 
secured several of the required documents. 
Last evening he stepped “out of his office to 
get some tobacco. Upon his return about 
7 o’clock he was about to ascend the 
stairs to his office when two men neither of 
whom were known to him attacked himand 
held him up. One made a grab for the inside 
pocket of Mr, Richmond’s coat where he 
usually carries his papers while the other 
contented himself with pounding him in the 
face. As soon as the pickpocket haa finished 
his search, which was rapid, the pair ran 
across the street and into the 
Court- house where they disappeared 

RICHMOND ’S STORY. 

Mr. Richmond was seen at his office this 
morning. One eye is slightly discolored and 
his cheek slightly swollen, but, aside from 
these two slight Cruises, he bears no marks. 
Mr. Richmond said: 

**) would rather not talk about the matter, 
but, if you insist, I might as well tell you.’’ 

‘*I have nointerestin the matter, except 
that I was hired as a notary and was attend- 
ing to. my business, but now I shalisee that 
we getall the papers necessary. I had sev- 
eral appointments yesterday and Kept 
them all, securing several affidavits, 
which I brought here to my Office. 
I wanted to get some tobacco and stepped 
around the corner for it. I usually carry 
papers in my pocket, but on this occasion 
lucKlly 1 did not and did not even put them 
on the desk but took the precaution to lock 
themup. Itis wellthat I did, as it devel- 
oped later. I got my tobacco and came back 
and found two men in the doorway. I paid 
little attention to them asl thought they 
were going to Judge Kane’s office. One 
stepped ahead of me and the other behind, 
Then one said something JI could not under- 
stand and they both jumped at wme. 
One made right for the pocket of my coat 
and jerked it violently, trying to getthe 
papers. As 1 pulled back, the other struck 
me under theeye. The whole thing was done 
so quickly that Icould donothing, and had 
but a brief glance at themen. Finding 
nothing in my pocket, the man who held my 
coat let go and called again tothe other and 
off the pair skipped to the Court-house where 
they went in the south door. Ihave no idea 
now who they were, but I guess they 
belong tothe same crowd that hired a man 
to slug me once before. I live in that district 
up there and know the crowd pretty well and 
Itellyouthere are men who would knock 
you down if they thought they could get a ten 
cent plece.’’ 

‘‘Tam ready forthem now, andif any of 
themcome around me now they will geta 
dose from a little piece of machinery 
which they will notrelish. Ithink I saw one 
of them on Twenty-second street this 
morning, but he skipped off so fast when he 
saw me that Iam not quite certain, but Iam 
sure to get them yet.’’ 

‘*‘What were the affidavits on?’’ 
asked, 

‘*Well, Ican’t say that, butif they had got 
them Icould have secured seven or eight 
more which would have done just as well.’’ 

Thomas I. Burke, the candidate, 
who is making the contest, came 
into Mr. Richmond’s office and said: 

‘*‘I was surprised yesterday when I got 
home to find Mr. Richmond at my house with 
his optic Diackened, but youcan say that 
they will not get those papers as they 
are not the kind of people who wantto go 
where they are kept.’’ 

In an undertone remarkto Mr. Richmond, 
Mr. Burke said, ‘‘They’re not likely to go to 
the Chestnut Street Station.’’ 

Mr. Burke continued and said that all the 
evidence on his side would be ready in time 
and pliacedatthe disposal of Mr.. Rassieur 
when necessary. Hesaid he had been noti- 
fled tobeatthe School Board meeting to- 
night, but for what purpose he did not know. 

WERE AFTER THE AFFIDAVITS. 

Mr, Richmond said hedid notthink that 
Mr. O’Connell wasa party tothe assault as 
he had always been polite and civilto him, 
but he had notthe slightest doubt that the 
affair was the outgrowth of the election and 
bearing directly on the contest. He will take 
no legal steps to find the offenders 
but in the event of his meeting them be will 
be amply prepared for them. 

Mr. Richmond was. sluggeda once before 
near the North St. Louls Turner Hall, whena 
big six-footer was hired for the purpose and 
aid his work ina manner most satisfactory 
to his employers.

The Governor Criticised by Senator Cock-¢ 
, Trell’s Brother-in-Law. 


Kansas City Journal Interview With E. B. Ewing of 
the Jefferson City Tribune. 


‘‘Gov. Francis hasnot announced his in- 
tention respecting an extra session of the 
General Assembly, though I think itis un- 
derstood that he will not callanextra ses- 
sion. This conviction has inspired the state- 
ment being freely made that Francis is actu- 
ated in this matter, not by any consideration 
of party or public good, but by @ desire to 
further his own selfish purposes. Under- 
stand me, I do not think Francis is 
a candidate for Oongressman-at-large; 
he is too suiart for that. 


Elected to Congress he would find in his own 
delegation fourteen men of superior fitness 
for congressional work, to say nothing of the 
scores of eminent men he would meet from 
other States. Realizing that he is not classed 
among men of real ability he will not put 
himselfina position to invite comparison. 
Public life is exceedingly agreeable to 
Francis, and he contemplates with horror 
the oblivion which will attend his retirement 
from the chief executive office of Missouri. 

‘Then you think he is bidding for further 
political honors?’’ 

‘*I believe that to avert this threatened re- 
tirement from public life he is losing no 
opportunity to advance his own personal in- 
terests and his adherents practically asso- 
ciate his name with some exalted piace for 
which he has even less fitness—if that were 
possible—than he has shown in the office in 
which he now rattles around.

The Council Railway Committee Re- 
vives the McCulloch Bill. 


HIS TRIPLE UNION TO BE ALLOWED 
WITHOUT THE TRANSFEE. 


Northwestern People Will Still Oppose the 
Bill—Delegate Kaye Leaves Oommis- 
sioner Murphy’s Office in Sorrow — 
Councilmen Coming Over to the Eight- 
Hour Measure. 


The Railroad Committee of the Council, 
with its new Chairman, Charles E, Wehner, 
intends to induce the Council to take Oapt. 
Robert McCulloch’s Cass avenue and Fair 
Grounds bill from the table, where it now 
lies, and pass it without the amendments 
that made the syndicate refuse to accept it. 
The bill they will recommend to the 
Council will impose 4a tax of 2 
per cent a year of the gross 
earnings to 1890,3 per cent a year to 1910, 4 
per cent to 1920 and 65 per cent to 1930. The 
clause requiring the company, when consoli 
dating with the Northern Central and Union 
to transfer with these lines for one fare, will 
be cut out, but that proviaing for transfers to 
the Broadway line will be left. It 
is possible that the bill in this shape 
may pass the Council. Councilman 
Andrew F. Hoolan, who is regarded in the 
Assembly asthe real Chairman ofthe Rail- 
way Committee, said to-day: ‘‘The people 
living on the line of those horse-cars have 
been after us to report the bill. I have told 
them that it wasn’t in our possession, Dut in 
the hands of the Council. Stillthey seem to 
think that the Railroad Committee ought 
to take the initiative in ae step 
of this kind, and probably they are right. 
The bill certainly ought to pass and the com- 
pany should not be made to transfer pas- 
sengers between lines which run nearly over 
the same routes. 

Mr. N. ©. Schutz of the Railway Committee 
of the Northwestern Improvement Associa- 
tion, says that the people in his 
section of the city would rather 
gO along with the horse cars 
than consent to give the company its bill 
without all the transfer conditions proposed, 
even though they get electricity by it. His 
association will oppose the bill if the transfer 
clauses are taken out of it. Practically, 
though, the association would bave no time 
to get its objections before the Council. If 
the bill were taken up it would probably be 
considered and sent to engrossment in one 
night, and the association would be left to 
make its fight in the House of Delegates.

FIVE MILLIONS INVOLVED. 


Details of the Cooper-Hewitt Iron-Works 
Sale to an English Syndicate. 

New York, Nov. 10.—In spite of the all ab- 
sorbing interest in the financial disturbances 
in Germany and other foreign money mar- 
Kets Wall street men and financiers and 
capitalists in general found time yesterday 
to discuss with more than passing curiosity 
the transfer of the extensive iron-works in 
and Pennsylvania owned Db 
Cooper, Hewitt & Co. of this city, to a synGi- 
cate of English and American capitalists. 

here Is a good deal of curiosity to learn the 
details of a transaction which involves the 
outlay of $5,000,000 as the cost of the in- 
vestment, including a mortgage which the 
urchasers assumed, but beyond what the 
erald hasalready printed in its cable dis- 
tch on Sunday last and at various times in 
focal columns, there was not much news ob- 
tainable except in confirmation of the Herald 
reports. Both parties to the sale are inclined 
to be reticent asto the particulars for the 
reason thatthe sale has not actually taken 
lace nor will the transfer be made until 
an. 1. However, as the contract pers 
have already been signed, the bargain may 
be regarded as settled if not consummated. 

Abram 8. Hewitt, who, itwill ove remem- 
bered, denied emphatically one day last 
week that he knew anything about any in- 
tended sale of the properties of his firm, re- 
fused yesterday to make any statement. Ed- 
ward Cooper, his partner, was a little more 
amiable. This is what he dictated: Some 
months since on the application of responsi- 
ble American gentlemen we named a price at 
which we would sell our iron-works, consist- 
ing of the New Jersey Steel & Iron Co. at 
Trenton, the Trenton Iron Co. and our mills 
at the saime place, the Durham Iron-works 
and the furnaces and minesat Durham, Pa. 
If this gentleman purchases them, he can of 
course make any pony oye of them which 
he sees fit. He may acting for an English 
syndicate or he may not. We only 
know him in the transactions and 
we have had no dealings with any 
syndicate. The sale has not yet taken place 
and untilit doesI hadrather notsay any 
more about it.’’ Mr. Cooper declined to give 
the name of the ‘‘responsiblie American 
gentlieman,’’ but it was learned on ge 
authority yesterday that it was Senator John 
P. Jones of Nevadathrough whomthe sale 
was effected. The price to be paid is $1,000,000 
and the payments are toextend overa period 
of twenty years. 

Meantime, until the pecmnes are all made, 
Messrs. Cooperand Hewitt will not give up 
all interest inthe great works and will 
represented in the management of the com- 
pany by Chas. E. Hewitt, a nephew of 
Abram Hewitt. The first payment isto be 
made Jan.1 and the new-comers will then 
take possession. Senator Jones is at present 
the active representative of the syndicate, 
and he is nowin thiscity attending tothe 
legal and other prel!minaries to the comple- 
tion of the final trade in January. The new 
company is to be known as the Cooper- 
Hewitt Co., itis said. The capital is fixed at 
£680,000, plus a mortgage of £320,000, which 
makes the total capital £1,000,000, or about 
$5,000,000 in our money. The company has 
been organized in London and nearly all of 
the stock has been placed there. There are 
several wealthy and influential American 
capitalists interested in the new enterprise. 

The American directors are John W. 
Mackay, Senator Jobn P. Jones of Nevada, 
Gen. Charles E. Dodge of Colorado, Horace 
K. Thurber, the wholesale grocer of this city, 
Frederick Slade and Walter Cook. The En- 
glish members of the Board of Directors are 
the Duke of Marlborough, Col. North, the 
nitrate king, Hon. Ashby Posonby and James 
Earnest Spencer, M.P. In addition tothe 
prapsewes of Cooper, Hewitt & Co. the syn- 

icate has arranged to purchase the works of 
the Pssaci worsen, Monn Ss at Paterson, N. J., 
and the Warren Iron Co, of Hackettstown, 
N. J. These are included inthe $6,000,000 to 
be expended. It was about two years ago, 
when the Duke of Marlborough was in this 
country, that the scheme was first broached. 
The Duke spoke to Cooper, Hewitt & Co., and 
asked their price, visited the iron-works, 
made a careful inspection and went back to 
England with the idea of forming a syndicate 
to purchase the works. About 3,000 men are 
employed at the works.

SOMETHING 


Difficulties inthe Way of Courting—Gen- 
tlemen Waiters at Mexican Banquets— 
The L ower Classes and Free £chools— 
Contentment in Poverty—How the 
Country Has Improved Under Diaz. 


From a Staff Correspondent 

AGUAS, Nov. 7.—Some of the boys are hav- 
inga good dealof funover the bad breaks 
made by twoorthree of their comrades at 
the Chihuahua ball. In Mexico a gentleman 
is prohibited by etiquette as well as by time- 
honored custom from taking a seat with the 
lady with whom he has just danced, or for 
that matter with any lady at the ball, but 
two of the St. Loutsans, not having read up 
on Spanish and Mexican etiquette, clung to 
their partners until they had danced with 
them a second time. Buta still more serious 
blunder was made by two other excursion- 
ists in taking seats at the supper table along- 
side of their partners. 

BOOKS ON MEXICAN ETIQUETTE. 

The custom here isforthe gentleman to 
offer the lady a seat and then takea position 
behind her chair and see that she is properly 
waited on. Heeven acts as waiter himself 
in many instances, but if regular waiters are 
employed he doesn’t leave her chair, but 
remains there and gives the waiters orders 
until the lady has finished her supper. Then 
he escorts her back to the Dall-room, and 
after the ladies have all eaten, he takes his 
supper with the other gentlemen, There was 
a big demand when we reached Zacatecas for 
books on Mexican etiquette, and it is safe to 
say that no more blunders of the Kind men- 
tioned will be made onthisexcursion. Of 
course the gentlemen who entertained us at 
Chihuahua understood the situation and took 
no offense, but under ordinary circumstances 
such a gross Violation of the first rules of 
polite society in Chihuahua would not have 
been tolerated. 

In Mexico a gentleman’s dress suit is the 
same as in St. Louis, except that white kid 
gioves must be worn. The St. Louisans came 
to this country without kid gloves, but sev- 
eral of the party had heard of this require- 
ment and purchased gioves before 
going to the ball. As a rule pay 
for them was refused atthe stores and in the 
two or three cases where the money was ac- 
cepted, the local committee, upon hearing of 
it, apologized, expressed regrets, etc. The 
other twelve or fifteen St. Louisans who 
danced at the ball were furnished gloves 
atter reachingthe club- house and still have 
them as interesting eouvenirs of their debut 
into Mexican society. 

A CAT MAY LOOK UPON A KING. 

One noteworthy feature ofall society events 
in Chihuahua is the permission granted tothe 
lower classes to see the affair. At the 
grand reception tendered us by Gov. Car- 
rillo, one of the large, iron grated windows 
was filled with the faces of men, women and 
children of the most humbie and ignorant 
class ot citizens, all peering into the ele- 
gantly furnished chamber within, and so it 
was at the grand society ball. A big crowd 
stood all night, not only at the window, but 
also at the main entrance,and so farasI couid 
learn, the police did not molest them a single 


time, although they would have kept the 
crowd away had the ball committee re- 


quested. 
HOW THE POOR FARE. 

The great contrast between the upper and 
lower classes of Mexico as regards their 
social and financial condition is very notice- 
able and is often the subject of remark by 
members of our party. The working classes 
are, for the most part, {illiterate and practt- 
cally destitute, the nen owning nothing save 
the secant clothing on their backs.

It was a school for boys, and 
there were some 400 little fellows in the half 
dozen rooms visited, most of 
them bright, intelligent looking boys 
and seemingly much interested in 
the work before them. As the visitors en- 
tered a room, the Class would arise and mr. 
Jose G. Zapato,the director or superinten- 
dent of the institution, would then call upon 
them to reador sing, eitherin concert or 


singly. The boys acquitted themselves 
splendidly, and all the classes visited made 
a good, impression on the visitors. A 
number of maps drawn by the largest 
scholars—boys of l1 or 12 years of 
a were exhibited, and we were 


willing to admit that the little Indian boys of 
Chihuahua knew more about the geography 
of Mexico than we did about the geography 
of our country. With free schools and com- 
pulgory education throughout Mexico the

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An Interesting Decision in a Suit for 


THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


T P. Spengler’ Will Have to Contribute 
to His Wife’s Support-— A Decision 
Which Establishes a Precedent—Me- 
chanics Mantel & Grate Co. Trouble 
Settled—General Court News. . 


The Court of Appeals handed down thirteen 
opinions to-day, among them decisions in 
some important cases. The most prominent 
among these is the ruling in the case 
of Alice Spengler against Kaufman 
& Wilkinson, garnishees of L. P. Spengler. 
The case has been in court for several years 
and beyond the precedent it establishes in- 
volves some fine points of law. The case has 
a number of branches, one of which has been 


to the Court of Appeals before, but the ruiing 
on that occasion was of such a nature that 
further hearing was necessary in the Circuit 
Court before a final decision could be reached. 

Mrs. Alice Spengler, the plaintiff, is the 
wife of defendant, Louis P. Spengler. The 
couple are separated, but not dl 
vorced. Spengler is a book-keeper- 
in the employ of Kauffman 
& Wilkinson, lumber merchants. The 
Spenglers’ married life was of short dura- 
tion, they having been married in 
October, 1887, and separated in 
January, 1888. She entered a 
suit for maintenance, and on Dec. 15, 1888, 
got a judgment. Spengler was then em- 
ployed as book-keeper for Eugene Donzelot. 
On Feb, » 1989, he went to work 
for Kaufman Wilkinson. His wife 
filed another garnishee suit for support. 
Spengler then got his employers to pay his 
salary in advance. The wife, who has been 
represented in all the litigation by Attorney 
Ford Smith, fileda suit for maintenance at 
every term of court since April, 1589. 

The first case that came up for trial under 
the series of suits was at the October 
term of 1889 in Judge Klein’s court. 
Spengier’s attorney set upthe additional 
defense that he was head of a housebold and 
could not be garnished. Judge Klein sus- 
tained this position and decided against the 
wife. The Court of Appeals reversed theruling 
holding that the head of a household was free 
from garnishment against a stranger, but 
not against his wife. The case was, there- 
fore, sent back for another trial. 

Before the case was reached in Judge 
Klein’s Court one of the other suits filled by 
Mrs. Spenglerand assigned to Judge With- 
row’s Court came up for trial, and it was 
agreed to await until a decision on this could 
be obtained before trying any of the other 
cases. The theory was advanced 
that the agreement to pay in 
advance was done with a view 
of preventing Mrs. Spengler from getting at 
her husband's wages. The defense here set 

the claim that Spengler was 

the head of a househola in that 
he@ was supporting his mother and sister. 
Judge Withrow ruled against Spengler on all 
his propositions and a judgment was given 
for his wife. The Court of Appeals 
to-day sustains the finding of Judge 
Withrow and affirms the _ decision. The 
. court passing on the matter of the agreement 
to pay in advance says that it was shown that 
Wilkinson and Spengler were friends and that 
Wilkinson had acted as best manat Spengler’s 
marriage. The Court states that it was rea- 
sonable to suppose that, notwithstanding 
hat Spengler was a valuable man, that still

+pengler is exempt, having his mother and 
sister to support, the Court states that 
it is a moral obligation on 
him to support his mother and sister, but 
that itis botha moral and legal obligation 
on himtosupport his wife, and hence her 
Claim comes first. 

OWEN CASE REVERSED. 

Another important case passed on by the 
Court of Appeals to-day was the Owen 
This case was tried in Judge 
| Valliant’s {court last spring a full account of 
it appearing in the PosT-DISPATCH at the 

me. Boliver Owen, aged 66, brought suit 
Jagainst his wife, Athenaise Owen, aged 57. 
Owen was a professor of music, and 

of the case developed 
that Mrs. Owen’s jealousy 
aroused bv her  husband’s 
attentions to young ladies with whom he 
used to play duets and other pieces of music 
on the piano. Frequent quarrels occurred 
between the old couple which resulted 
in Owen’s applying for a divorce. 
The case was bitterly contested, a peculiar 
feature being that the children of the Owens, 
who are all grown, were divided, some of 
them taking sides with the father and the 
others with the mother. Judge Valliant 
granted Owen a divorce, it having been 
shown =_ i tiiat his wife struck him. 
Attorney H. A. Loevy, Mrs. Owen’s counsel, 
appealed the case, and to-day the Court of 
Appeals handed down an opinion reversing 
the decision of the lower court granting 
Owen the divorce and ‘dismissing the bill. 

All the Judges of the Court of Appeals con- 
cur in this opinion, which is written by Judge 
8S. D. Thompson. In passingon the case, 
Judge Thompson said they did not think 
that the ends of justice -would be pro 
moted by the details of the unhappy 
couple led. They 
were married in 1853, the Court continued, 
and lived together continuously as man and 
wife until September, 1890, a period of thirty- 
seven years. Seven children, sons and 
daughters, were born of the marriage and 
are still living. Atthe timethe divorce was 
ears oven was making $100 a month. 
ecording tothe evidence the court was of 
the opinion that Mrs. 
been entitled to a divorce had she 
been faultless herself. Under that state of 
facts the Appelate Court did not think it was 
right that the wife and mother be cast offin 
poverty without marital rights and pro- 
tection and forced to depend on the charity 
of her children. 

GESTRING-FISHER CASE REVERSED. 

Asuit to recover damages in the sum of 
$2,750, growing out ofureal estate transac. 
tion, entitled Casper Gestring vs. Sylvester 
J. Fisher, wherein a judgment was rendered 
for $425 against the defendant in Juage 
Klein’s court, was reversed and remanded 
to-day by the Court of Appeals, on the 
ground that the defendant was not per: 
mitted to testify inthe hearing of the issues. 
8. J. Fisher & Co. were agents for the sale of 
two pieces of property adjoining each other 
in the rear, and having a frontage on Broad- 
way and on Heinpstead street,the instructions 
of the owner, J. C. Birge, being not to sell 
one parcel without making a sale of both 
pieces.

Athietes 
who claim they are ‘‘not making enough’’ 
out of contests are a fine lot to be posing as 
amateurs indulging in sport ‘‘for pleasure 
only.’’

four hours, it would probably take Corbett at 
least four years to whip Jackson, the latter’s 
advancing age making it possible that the 
young California windbag could doso at the 
end of thattime. Corbett’s silly prattle was 
taken up by his friends and by the press of 
the country and for no other reason than 
that he was a black man Jackson was roundly 
abused. It was then that Jackson violateaa 
rule of his life and issued his first 
challenge. He offered to go right on 
with the fight without any further rest or 
training or he offered to fight Corbett at any 
othertime. The Californian wanted no more 
fight, however, and nobody has ever been 
able to get him intoaring since. Yet since 
that time the press has been ringing Cor- 
bett’s praises. They have taken up and 
starred aman who has never wona fight— 
his battles with Choynski when both were 
boys being his only real ring engagements— 
and have relegated to obscurity aman who 
has never lost a battle in this country. 
Simply because Jackson did no 
better than make a draw with 
Corbett all his past deeds have been forgot- 
ten and the papers have been filled with what 
Corbett is going to do. 

In order to get anything to ddoasa pugilist, 
Jackson has been forced to issue a challenge. 
He has issued it through ‘‘Parson’’ Davies of 
Chicago. Jackson has directed his defi at 
Francis Patrick Slavin, whom he is 
accused of fearing to meet, and whom 
Corbett has proved himself afraid to fight. 
The challenge is sent to the Sporting Lire of 
London, England, where it will be certain to 
reach the eyes of both Slavin and his man- 
ager, Charley Mitchell. The only thing un- 
business-like about the challenge is that no 
iorieit accompanies it. This is certainly a 
bad feature,’as no man who means business 
should issue a challenge without a forfeit ac. 
companying it. However,the challenge may 
lead to a “fight between the two Aus- 
tralians, and it would be advisable to 
have them settle the question of supremacy, 
so that it could be decided beyond question 
which was the man best qualified to meet 
Sullivan. Although Jackson is a better 
boxerthan Slavin, he is nothing like the 
hitter the latter is and can robably not 
stand as much punishment. Jackson could 
win a contest for scientific points, but 
Slavin should be able to whip him in a finish
